Gentlemen: - 


As District Vocational Officer of the Soldiers’ Aid 
Commission, I have the honor to submit the following for your 
consideration: - 


Among the returned soldiers who are applying to the 
Soldiers! Aid Commission for Re-education, are those who have for one 
or more seSsions been attending the various Faculties of Toronto,dQueens, 
and McGill Universities. These disabled men are applying to us for 
assistance, in connection with the completion of their courses in the 
various Universities. 


The Military Hospitals' Commission are considering both 
in a general way and in particular cases, what financial assistance 
they shall give to these men who, due to some disability may be prevented 
from attending their classes in the Fall, if this assistance is not 
granted them. 


We have applied to the Board of Governors of McGill 
University for information regarding reduction of fees in the case of 
these returned disabled men, and have so far received no intimation that 
any such reduction has been considered. The Authorities in Queen's 
University are also being approached with a view to finding out what 
they are doing or have done, with regard to the assisting of returned 
soldiers who in their opinion require assistance from their Alma Mater. 


The favor of your reply as to what is being done in 
Toronto University, would be duly appreciated by the Soldiers’ Aid 
Commission.
